Missions  In  the  Bible 


ODERN  missions,  as  the  term  is  defined  by  one  of  the  leading  theologians  of  the  present  day, 
is  the  method  by  which  God,  through  human  agents,  extends  his  kmgdom  throughout  the 
world.  Many  people  do  not  believe  in  what  we  call  missions.  In  a  great  many  instances, 
they  give  as  their  reason  that  they  do  not  believe  missions  is  taught  in  the  Bible.  Many 
and  varied  reasons  are  given  by  people  as  to  why  they  do  not  believe  m  missions,  but 
all  in  all,  if  one  professes  to  be,  and  is  a  Christian,  yet  believes  not  in  missions,  his  ignorance 
taught  in  the  scriptures  must  be  the  main  reason  why  he  does  not  believe.  Thus,  we  shall 
attempt  to  prove  that  missions  is  taught  in  the  Bible  from  beginning  to  end. 

As  we  shall  see,  the  idea  of  missions  originated  in  the  very  heart  of  God.  In  I  Tim.  2:34,  we 
find  these  words:  "God  our  Savior  would  that  all  men  be  saved  and  come  to  know  the  truth." 
Again,  in  John  3:16.  we  find  that  verse  which  has  meant  so  much  to  every  Christian:  "For  God  so 
-loved  the  world  that  he  gave  his  only  begotten  son  that  whosoever  believeth  on  him  should  not  perish, 
but  have  everlasting  life."  If  there  were  no  other  verses,  it  seems  that  these  would  be  quite  enough 
to  convince  the  most  skeptical  anti-missionary  that  God  would  have  all  men,  regardless  of  race,  color, 
or  location,  know  the  truth  and  be  saved,  and  that  He  would  save  "whosoever  believeth  on  Him." 
Even  some  Christians,  or  those  who  claim  to  be  Christians,  are  often  heard  to  remark  that  they 
do  not  see  why  we  as  Christians  should  interfere  with  the  heathen  in  their  worship.  They  have  their 
own  religions,  Mohammedanism,  Buddhism,  and  the  others.  Why  should  we  worry  about  them? 
Others  have  a  similar  thought  about  the  Catholic  religion  and  about  sending  missionaries  to  Catholic 
countries.  But  you  say.  Can  any  Christian  man  or  woman  have  such  an  idea  as  that?  -Yet  they  do, 
and  one  only  has  to  mention  the  subject  to  find  them  in  every  locality.  Of  these  heathen  Isaiah  says, 
"They  have  not  known  nor  understood;  for  he  hath  shut  their  eyes,  that  they  cannot  see;  and  their 
hearts,  that  they  cannot  understand.  *  *  *  He  feedeth  on  ashes;  a  deceived  heart  hath  turned  him 
aside,   that  he   cannot   deliver  his  soul"    (Is.  45:18.   20). 

It  was   God's  plan   in   the   beginning   that   "all   men   come   to   a   knowledge  of   the   truth."     Thus   we 
find   Him   in   the  early   years   selecting   an   individual    (Abraham),    a   nation,    on   whom   he   might    lay   the 
the    truth.

The  method  of  missions  is  also  made  plain  in  the  Old  Testament.  Some  people  think  missions, 
as  we  use  the  term  today,  is  a  newly  originated  idea  and  that  it  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  Bible. 
To  show  that  it  was  even  in  the  heart  of  God,  we  quote  the  following  from  the  prophets  and  others. 
"Ye  are  my  witnesses,  saith  the  Lord  and  my  servant  whom  I  have  chosen  *  *  *  I,  even  I.  am  the 
Lord;  and  beside  me  there  is  no  Savior  *  *  *  ye  are  my  witnesses,  saith  the  Lord,  that  I  am  God" 
(Is.  43:10,  11,  12);  "Fear  ye  not,  neither  be  afraid,  have  not  I  told  thee  from  that  time  and  declared 
it?  Ye  are  my  witnesses"  (Is.  44:8);  "Ask  of  me  and  I  will  give  thee  the  heathen  for  thine 
inheritance  and  the  uttermost  part  of  the  earth  for  thy  inheritance"  (Psalm  2:8);  "I  will  give  thee 
for  a  light  to  the  Gentiles,  that  thou  mayest  be  my  salvation  unto  the  end  of  the  earth"  (Is.  49:6). 
We  see  from  these  verses  that  there  is  no  difference,  as  far  as  salvation  is  concerned,  between  the 
Jew  and  the  Gentile.  Later  on,  however,  we  find  the  chosen  people,  the  Jews,  disobeying  God  in  His 
commands.  We  find  them,  instead  of  seeking  to  spread  the  truth,  wandering  off  into  sin  and  idolatry 
themselves.  In  the  joy  of  the  pleasures  of  the  world  among  the  heathen,  we  find  them,  not  spreading 
the  truth  among  all  nations,  but  forgetting  the  command  of  their  God;  they  take  up  the  sins  and  the 
religion  of  the  people  with  whom  they  have  come  in  contact  and  to  whom  they  ought  to  tell  the  great 
truth  of  their  God,  Jehovah.  As  this  state  of  affairs  develops  we  find  God,  from  time  to  time, 
through  the  few  faithful  ones,  prophets  and  others,  trying  to  show  them  their  sin  of  neglect  and  urging 
them  to  turn  from  their  sin  and  folly  back  to  God.  It  was  all  to  no  purpose.  Man  has  always  been 
a  free  moral  agent  who  can  choose  his  own  destiny.  Thus  the  chosen  people,  for  the  most  part, 
desired   the   pleasures   of   sin    for    a   season,    rather    than   to   serve    their    true    God.   Jehovah. 

So.  after  all  the  pleadings  of  the  many  prophets  of  God  to  His  chosen  ambassadors  had  failed 
to  bring  them  back,  we  find  the  responsibility,  (we  might  rather  call  it  the  privilege),  with  all  its 
opportunities,  shifting.  And.  as  Paul  says  in  Acts  13:46,  "It  was  necessary  that  the  word  of  God  be 
be  spoken  first  among  you,  but  seeing  ye  put  it  aside,  lo  we  turn  to  the  Gentiles.  In  I  Peter  2:9,  10, 
we  find  a  second  commission,  this  time  to  the  Gentiles:  "But  ye  are  a  chosen  generation,  a  peculiar 
people;  that  ye  should  shew  forth  the  praises  of  him  who  hath  called  you  out  of  darkness  into  his 
marvelous  light;  which  in  lime  past  were  not  a  people,  but  are  now  the  people  of  God;  which  had 
not    obtained    mercy,    but    now    have    obtained    mercy."     Thus    the    responsibility    is

.  One  might  take  it  literally  and  say  He  has  already

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believe  in  whom  they  have  not  heard?"      Taking  it  figuratively,   Jesus  undoubtedly  means   that  the  truth 
of  His  ability  to  redeem  a  lost  world  must  be  lifted  up  that  it  may  be  seen  by  all  the  world. 

We  find  many  other  significant  scriptures  in  the  New  Testament  also.  Jesus  plainly  assigns  the 
field  of  labor  when  He  says,  as  recorded  by  three  different  writers,  (Matt.  28:19,  20;  Mark  16:15; 
Luke  24:48):  "Go  ye  into  all  the  world  and  preach  the  gospel  to  every  nation."  He  even  outlines  the 
work,  when  He  says  in  Acts  1  :8,  "Ye  shall  be  my  witnesses  both  in  Jerusalem,  and  in  all  Judea,  and 
In  Samaria,  and  into  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth."  In  another  place  (John  12:32),  Jesus  says, 
"Ye  shall  be  my  witnesses,  because  ye  have  been  with  me."  Again  we  hear  Him  saying  in  that 
wonderful  prayer  to  the  Father  for  His  disciples  and  even  those  who  should  believe  on  His  name, 
"As  thou  hast  sent  me  into  the  world,  even  so  have   1  sent  them  into  the  world"    (John    17:18). 

This  part  of  the  missionary  plan,  including  the  command,  is  clear,  and  no  doubt  some  who  are 
opposed  to  missions  as  a  whole  would  agree  to  the  plan  as  outlined  thus  far.  Most  of  the  opposition 
comes,  however,  when  the  real  work  of  spreading  the  gospel  comes  up.  The  plan  is  fine  and  most 
anybody  would  agree,  but  the  real  work  is  quite  a  different  proposition  with  some. 

The  next  question  is  of  the  witness  (or  missionary)  himself.  How  shall  he  be  sent,  and  what  of 
his  support  after  he   arrives  on   the  field? 

In  reading  the  account  of  the  time  on  the  day  of  Pentecost,  when  In  the  upper  room,  the  apostles 
were  imbued  with  power  from  the  Holy  Ghost,  we  find  some  strange  and  marvelous  things  happening. 
Jesus  had  just  gone  back  to  the  Father  and  as  He  had  promised,  sent  the  Holy  Spirit  as  a  guide  for 
His  people.  As  the  people  were  filled  with  the  power  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  they  began  to  testify 
mightily  for  their  Lord.  We  hear  the  words  of  the  stalwart  Peter  as  he  now  stands  up  and  testifies 
for  his  Lord.  How  he  rebukes  the  people  of  their  sins,  and  begging  them  to  repent  and  confess  their 
sins,  points  out  to  them  that  One  who  can  save  from  all  sin.  On  this  same  day  we  read  three  thousand 
souls  are  saved  and  added  unto  the  Lord.  Soon  we  find  these,  apostles  and  others,  organized  into  a 
regular  church  at  Jerusalem.  We  find  the  apostles,  Peter  and  John,  Stephen  and  Phillip,  particularly, 
spreading    the    truth    in   mighty   power.     Thus    the    first    church   began. 

Later  on  we  find  other  witaesses,  these  up  at  Antioch.  The  Christians  of  Jerusalem,  on  account 
of  persecution,  had  been  scattered  throughout  the  country.  This  seemed  to  set  on  fire  not  only  Jerusalem 
but  the  entire  surrounding  country  with  the  truth  of  God's  saving  grace.  Thus  was  the  church  at 
Antioch  started  We  find  them  doing  a  great  new  thing,  really  sending  out  witnesses,  missionaries, 
to  another  country.  These  were,  of  course,  first  of  all  called  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  The  following 
account  of  their  being  sent  forth  is  found  in  Acts  13:2-4:  "As  they  mi 
the  Holy  Ghost  said.  Separate  me  Barnabas  and  Saul  for  the  work 
and  when  they  had  fasted  and  prayed  and  laid  their  hands  on  them, 
being  sent  forth  by  the  Holy  Spirit,  departed  unto  Selucia,  and  from 
Thus  we  see   they  were  sent  out  at  least  under  the  direction  of  the  chur 

A  great  deal  of  argument  is  heard  regarding  the  support  of  the  missionary.  To  say  that  this  also 
is  scriptural  would  confound  many  people.  In  the  light  of  God's  word,  it  is  scriptural.  In  the  first 
place,  we  find  several  striking  examples  of  certain  individuals  or  groups  of  people  defraying  the 
expenses  of  transportation  of  missionaries  sent  out.  We  find  a  suggestion  of  the  same  in  I  Cor.  16:6, 
when  Paul  says:  "And  it  may  be  that  1  will  abide,  yea,  and  winter  with  you,  that  ye  may  bring 
me  on  my  journey  whithersoever  I  go."  We  find  a  like  passage  in  Romans  15:24.  Paul  says:  "When 
I  take  my  journey  into  Spain,  1  will  come  to  you;  for  1  trust  to  see  you  in  my  journey,  and  to  be 
brought  on  my  way  thitherward  by  you."  Another  interesting  passage  is  that  found  in  the  third  epistle 
of  John.  "Beloved,  thou  doest  faithful  work  in  whatsoever  thou  doest  toward  them  that  are  brethren 
and  strangers  withal;  who  bore  witness  to  thy  love  before  the  church;  whom  thou  wilt  do  well  to  set 
forward  on  their  journey  worthily  of  God;  because  that  for  the  sake  of  the  Name  they  went  forth, 
taking   nothing   of   the   Gentiles." 

When  Paul  first  started  on  his  missionary  journeys,  we  find  him  making  his  own  living  by  work 
at  his  old  occupation  of  tent-maker,  but  later  on  when  he  sees  the  need  for  giving  his  whole  time  to  the 
preaching  of  the  gospel,  we  find  him  expecting,  receiving,  and  appreciating  support  from  the  churches 
he  had  founded.  In  a  letter  to  the  Philippian  Christians,  he  says,  "And  ye  yourselves  also  know,  ye 
Philippians,  that  in  the  beginning  of  the  gospel,  when  I  departed  from  Macedonia,  no  church  had 
fellowship  with  me  in  the  matter  of  giving  and  receiving  but  ye  only;  for  even  in  Thessalonica  ye 
sent  once  and  again  unto  my  need."  Another  very  striking  passage  is  that  of  II  Cor.  11:9,  where 
Paul  says:  "And  when  I  was  present  with  you,  and  wanted,  1  was  chargeable  to  no  man;  for  that 
which  was  lacking  to  me.  the  brethren  which  came  from  Macedonia  supplied." 

From  these  passages,  we  conclude  that  God  would  have  all  men  saved;  that  He  has  a  definite 
plan  and  method  with  regard  to  the  spread  of  His  gospel.  He  has  appointed  His  witnesses.  He  has 
given  them  direct  instructions,  and  is  depending  on  their  carrying  them  out.  We  have  the  Guide  Book. 
God's  plan  is  clear.     The  task  is  given;   the  method  is  plain;   the  opportunity  is  ours.     Shall  we  use  it?
